be made nor continue. The only’ power to 


bind one to another by a compact 
must be the sovereign power, tor 
that alone is the supreme anthority 
in a State. It follows, therefore, that if the 


Constitution is nota compact bel ween sover- 
elgns it is of no binding efficacy, and any 
State of the Uolon can overrule the act of the 
subordinates who made it, and by its supreme, 
sovereign power, without any regard to the 
fidelity of the other States to their engage- 
ments, declare it vold. But it is a compact 
between sovereiguties, the States who made 
it. It is, therefore, obligatory, and every 
State is bound to maintain, enforce, and pro- 
tect it so lone as its terms are faithfully ob- 
served by the high contracting parties I 
would go one step further. To be a sulsist- 
ing compact the States mast continue to be 
sovercigo. Abolish the sovelgnty of the 
States, and the compact has no parties to it; 
it therefore falls and is vold. It is an agree- 
ment with nobody and between no States.
